I stated to 
Mr. Farwell that my purpose was to 
fairly give to the majority the powe 
of-settling the temporary organisation 
sod to submit to wards sending uncon- 
tented delegates the selection of tern 
porary chairman. This met with Mr 
Farwell's approval, but he insisted tha 
the practice was not for the ohairm* 
of the central committee to nominal 
the temporary chairman. Consulting 
with several other gentlemen I was aa 
sured tbat the custom had uniform! 
been for the chairman of the centra 
committee to nominate the temporar 
chairman. . I had resolved to nominal 
as temporary chairman Mr/ George C 
Struckman, a Washburne delegate from 
the seventh district, subject to the wil 
of the majority, fully expressed, 
called the convention to order, and 
after the call was read by the secretary 
proceeded to state to the convcntioi 
what was tho usage, aa 1 am informed 
intending to nominate Mr. George C 
Struckman as temporary chairman, sub 
ject to the action of the convention 
This I was prevented from doing. Some 
person in the hall immediately nomi- 
nated Mr. Elliott Anthony as chairman 
and Mr. Anthony immediately took a 
position upon the platform, holdini 
in his hand a paper in which were th 
names of a "committee on credentials.' 
I was hustled from the platform, and 
amid a scene of indescribable confu 
sion and uproar, I returned to my po- 
sition, and no organization of even a 
temporary character having been effect 
ed, and the proceedings being so riotous 
in character that it was impossible to 
transact any business whatever, and 
after endeavoring vainly for a long time 
to restore order, I declared an adjourn 
Kent to the club room at the Palmer 
House, to which place I proceeded, anc 
where an organization was effected.

The contest for .the con 
trol ot the county convention was the 
haadeat ever made in this city, and has 
croats** great deal of bad blood. 
The 


htitr-Oeeen charges that frauds were 
committed by the Washburneand Blaine 
m«n at several ot the polls, and on the 
other hand the Tnbune alleges frauds in 
the Second, Fifth, Ninth and Eleventh 
ward*, on behalf of the Grant support- 
ers. When the county convention met 
at Farweli Hall to-day, the passions of 
tho different partisans bad been wrouglit 
op so that* a split took place, and two 
conventions are now in session, the re- 
sult of which will be that two sets of 
delegates will be lent to Springfield. The 
chairman of the county convention, H 
M. Singer, was known to be a Grant man 
and when he called the convention to or- 
der, without waiting for him to make 
any suggestions, a member arose and 
nominated Jtiliott Anthony.a Washburne 
man, for chairman. Before Singer could 
say anything there were loud cries from 
all parts of the house for Anthony to 
take the chair, and amid a great uproar 
Anthony advanced to the stand and Sing- 
er was hustled off the stage. There was 
a general rush to the stage, and for a 
moment it looked a* if there would be a 
general fight, but finally some kind of 
order was restored and most of the Grant 
delegates withdrew from the hall, pro- 
ceeded to the Palmer House, and there 
organized a second convention. 


It is claimed by the Grant men that 


Singer only wished to ask if it was cus- 
tomary for committcemen to select tem- 
porary chairmen,when he was pulled off 
and driven from the stage. On the other 
hand, it Is said in excuse, that it was un- 
peretood to be Singer's intention to put a 
person friendly to the minority forward, 
but, be this as it may, it is generally con- 
sidered that the majority were over-hasty 
and arbitrary. They had control, and 
could have voted into the chair any one 
they wanted. (Grant's friends claim noth- 
ing was left them but to withdraw and 
organize separately. The Fifteenth Ward 
delegates, headed by F. C. Elokke, a 
Grant man, remained with the Farwell 
Hall convention. 
The Blaine-Wash- 


burne contested delegation of the 12th 
Ward was admitted to seats in the con- 
vention, but no other changes made; this 
convention then proceeded to appoint a 
committee to select delegates to the state 
convention on the 19th inst.,- which is re- 
ported to give Washburne 56 delegates 
aad Blaine 84. The Palmer House con- 
vention was addressed by Messrs. Storrs, 
8wet(, Gen. Mann, Clongh and others, 
after which it was decided to send a solid 
Grant delegation to Springfield. 


Both the conventions during the after- 


neon appointed full delegations to Spring- 
flsld, that at the Palmer House sending a 
solid Grant delegation. It ia understood 
that some overtures toward a compromise 
have been made, but the coalition seems 
unwilling to yield any particulars, and 
there seams now no doubt that two dele- 
gations from Cook county will contest 
their claims to seats in the state conven- 
tion. 


The Grant men, to-night, are very well 


pleased with the result. The fact that 
Chairman Singer was not allowed to call 
the Farwell Hall Convention regularly to 
order, they claim, invalidates all its sub- 
sequent work. 


Senator Logan feels cheerful about it, 


says that the difficulty was not brought 
about by him or any of the friends of 
Gen. Grant. They had carried three Sen- 
atorial districts fairly and squarely, and 
were entitled to at least 36 delegates.— 
This was all they asked for. and all they 
expected. If the Farwell Hall Conven- 
tion had shown any disposition whatever 
to treat the Grant men with justice, a 
split would not be the result. Had Far- 
well and his gang been wise they would 
have treated the Grant men decently As 
it IB, the Washbnrne crowd had eat down 
on Blaine, and the chances are 1,000 to 1 
that the gentleman from Maine wil! .not 
get a solitary vote from Cook County in 
the State Convention. 
The convention 


will be controlled by Grant men before 
either of the Cook County delegations are 
recognized. "We are willing," said Sen- 
ator Logan, "to let the convention decide 
for us " 


At tha Blaine headquarters to-night 


there in a good deal of indignation. They 
claim that the Washburne men-have not 
carried out their contract.
